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Another storm brewing 

Snow shuts Romulus, Huron schools for a day 


Although students in the Romulus 
Community School District had an un- 
scheduled one-day vacation on Monday, 
they were back in the classrooms on 
Tuesday. 

“The city did an excellent job of clear- 
ing the snow from the roads,” said Supt. 
of Schools William Bedell, “and, after 
surveying the area, we felt there was no 
reason to keep the schools closed on 


Tuesday. 

“I would like to commend those who 
were responsible for doing the job (of 
clearing the snow from the roads) for a 
job well done. I don't even know who to 
thank, but I can say this that most of the 
roads in the subdivisions and the lots 
were passable, allowing for our buses 
ancd cars to get through,” Supt. Bedell 
noted. 


In an unrelated matter, the Romulus 
School Board last week reviewed plans 
for closing at least two elementary 
schools that would save the school dis- 
trict approximately $240,000 annually. 

“We have had a Citizen s Committee 
working on a study to see which school 
buildings we could close,’’ Supt. Bedell 
said, “and board members were given 
an opportunity to review their recom- 


mendations.” 

There are presently four schools — 
Beverly, Haiti, Barth and Mt Pleasant 
— that are being considered for closing, 
according to the committee s report 
However, no decision has been made to 
which of the schools will be shut 

“My recommendation to the Board 
would be to close Beverly and Mt. 
Pleasant.” Bedell said, “but it will ulti- 


mately be their decision.” 

The board is expected to act on the 
recommendation later this month 

In other action, the school board au- 
thorized the superintendent to reim- 
burse parents — or pay them directly — 
for uninsured ambulance fees in connec- 
tion with an injury or accident that 
occurs during the school day or school 
events. 


Romulus will be represented in Lans- 
ing today when a group led by* Pat 
Ditsch and Sandra Langley will meet 
with state legislators in hopes of garner- 
ing financial support for schools 

At their meeting held on Jan 25. the 
Board went on record as supporting the 
trip and encouraging participation by as 
many local citizens as possible

City clerk to offer solution in 
‘ Accounts Payable 9 dilemma 


There appears to be an end to the 
stalemate over “Accounts’ Payable”. 

City Clerk Raymond Cantrell and 
Romulus Mayor William Oakley have 
been at odds over whose department 
should handle that function . Oakley con- 
tends that it is the function of the finance 
department, while Cantrell argues that 
the work has been delegated to the City 
Clerk’s Office via the City Charter. 

An informal opinion by the Attorney 
General’s Office last week didn’t solve 
the problem. The Attorney General 
pointed out that the function is a pro- 
cedural one and its office would not and 
legally couldn’t impose a system on a 


local unit of government. 

“I’m hopeful that this thing will be 
resolved soon,” Cantrell said. “We re 
working toward a solution to end this 
stalemate and I will be offering a solu- 
tion to Council and the Mayor this week. 

In the meantime. Council picked up 
the dialogue on the argument at last 
week’s meeting as councilman Barry 
Baumann chastised the two antagonists 
for not solving their problem 
“I feel that this is a disgrace to our 
community that this thing has not been 
solved by now,” Baumman said. “I’m 
appalled at what I am witnessing here 
and, I don’t think we should be reading 


about this every week in the newspaper. 
It should come to an end 

“The bottom line is that people aren’t 
getting paid and this is an insult to the 
people of our community.” Baumann 
added. 

Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann Banks 
agreed with Baumann and pointed out 
“that I don’t believe we should let those 
who do business with this city pay for 
our internal problems.” 

Councilman Pete Bergeron moved 
that the city attorney take necessary ac- 
tion to resolve the problem” and with 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry casting 
the lone “no” vote, the motion passed.

Storm doesn’t 
stop gunmen 

Buried in 10 inches of snow on Sunday, the area braced for 
another battle with snow today as weather forecasters predicted 
another 10 inches of snow and rain were on its way today. 

Although most of the main roads in Romulus and nearly all of the 
sidestreets were cleared of the snow, a second helping of the snow 
could paralyze the city and the area, according to officials. 


“Except for the usual problems con- 
nected with the snow,” said Huron 
Township Police Chief Joseph Carney, 
“we have not had serious problems. 
There have been a few abandoned vehi- 
cles that we have been forced to tow 
away, however, their owners were back 
the next day to retrieve them.” 

In Romulus, Mayor William Oakley 
commended the quick and excellent 
work by Department of Public Works 
employees “who did an exceptional job 
clearing the snow and making the roads 
passable. 

“I think we were one of the few City 
Halls in the area that was open on Mon- 
day,” Mayor Oakley said. “I wish 
to commend the DPW and the police de- 
partment for their work under some 
very trying circumstances.” 

Mayor Oakley urged residents “to 
please keep their cars off of the roads 
during the emergency in order for DPW 
crews and rescue units to get their job 
done. 

“We do have an ordinance that pro- 
hibits residents to park their cars on the 
roadways during such emergencies,” 
Oakley noted, “and motorists can be 
fined. However, I feel that if they would 
take caution and time to park their vehi- 
cles in their driveways, they would be 
helping all of us at this time.” 

Det. Kenneth Kraus of the Romulus 
Police Department said that the depart- 
ment wasn't having difficulty coping 
with the snow, “but, ironically, it (the 
snow) hasn’t stopped the criminal activ- 
ity in the city.” 

On Monday, two robbers held up an 
employee and patron of a gas station 
and escaped with an undetermined 
amount of cash. The two gunmen en- 
tered the station on the 29000 block of 
Ecorse Rd with the pretense of pur- 
chasing some gas 

One of the robbers asked the em- 
ployee, Sean Mattice, if he could buy a

Actually, the new' park doesn’t have 
an official name yet but the Board 
approved the master plan Tuesday 
night at its regular meeting. The Trus- 
tees. as part of the same motion, 
approved spending the $162,000 that had 
already been allocated for the project. 

4 On behalf of the Recreation Advisory 
Committee, I am requesting that the 
Towmship Board approve the master 
plan for the Township Hall Park and 
approve the committee’s recommenda- 
tion for phase I development,’’ Gouin 
saTd 

Included in the $162,000 total, which 
came from revenue sharing funds, was 
$58,950 for earthwork, $42,000 for park- 
ing and site drainage. $28,450 for lawn 
seeding and tree transplanting and 
$18,950 for four ball diamonds andsever- 
al soccer fields, including fencing, ben- 
ches, goals and other necessary items. 
Also, $12,650 was sent aside for conting- 
encies. 

The vote to approve the master plan 
and start Phase I was 6-1, with Carol 
Bodenmiller dissenting Mrs. Boden- 
miller argued that Canton s present 
Zoning Ordinance did not permit the 
locating of a park on the land directly 
behind the Township Hall because it is 
zoned agricultural 

The whole western half of the 
township has to be rezoned, “ she said 
‘You’re going to end up with piecemeal 
type of zoning.’’ She made the point that 
if the township rezoned land for its pur- 
poses that residents would demand the 
same thing. 

Community Planner Jim Kosteva ex- 
plained that local governments are 
somew r hat exempt from the stringent 
regulations of zoning because of its need 
to provide many services to the resi- 
dents. 

“If you pursue the argument of com- 
plying with the Zoning Ordinance strict- 
ly. the Township Hall should not have 
been built where it is,” Kosteva gave as 
an example. The land is zoned agri- 
cultural. 

“Our two fire^tations are technically 
illegal,” Kosteva continued. 

The Canton Planner said that follow- 
ing Zoning Ordinance regulations per- 
tained mainly to such things as building 
codes, complying with set back dis- 
tances and having the required number 
of parking spaces. 

Mrs. Bodenmiller asked Kosteva if 
the land immediately north and south of 
the park site was zone agricultural. He 
replied that it was She asked if building 
a recreation complex on the land behind 
Township Hall would have a definite in- 
fluence on the value of adjacent land. 
Kosteva said he did not think it would 
have much of an influence on the sur- 
rounding agricultural land.

Park, the Board voted 5-2 to approve the 
master plan and a preliminary site plan 
that included a multi-million dollar mul- 
ti-purpose community center. Boden- 
miller and Steve Larson voted against 
’.hat motion 

Instead of the original-$2 million mul- 
ti-use community center, architects 
hired by the towmship made an exten- 
sive study of community recreation 
needs and came up w ith elaborate plans 
that call for a $6 million recreation com- 
plex. 

“I’m extremely happy that the Board 
approved our spending the money to 
start Phase I of Township Hall Park." 
Gouin said after the meeting. 4 The 
money had already been earlier 
approved by the board and set aside 
from revenue sharing funds But it was 
gratifying to see the Board’s response to 
the recreational needs of our commun- 
ity — especially in light of tough econo- 
mic times.’’ 

Gouin said that Canton Township is 
still playing “catch-up” in providing re- 
creational opportunities for its resi- 
dents. Gouin told the Board he would 
like to receive alternate bids on site 
work for an additional 10 acres and for a 
creative play area. “If money is avail- 


able, this would give us two additional 
soccer fields and a much needed play 
area for the young children. 

‘‘If you approve this plan, the 
architects will immediately begin pre- 
paring detailed engineering drawing 
and bid documents Construction could 
then take place this spring and summy 
which would mean that the park wogjd 
be available to the community by the 
summer of 1983 ’ 

Gouin told the Board that the Canton 
Soccer Club is going to conduct fund- 
raising activities this yea^ with the pro- 
fits earmarked for further, improve- 
ments to the new park 

“In addition, many businesses in Can- 
ton have indicated a willingness to assist 
the Township with this project by pro- 
viding services and materials at cost. 
This may well result in savings that 
could be applied to improvements in 
other areas of the park,” Gouin said. 

The Board did approve the $162,000 for 
Phase I development of the new parft. 
However, even though the Board 
approved the site plan for the multi-use 
community center, there was no money 
allocated for the project. 

Speaking of the $6 million multi-use 
community center, Supervisor Jim 
Poole said in jest, “Money is no object 
because we ll never get that amount.”

Millikenat 10a m . Wednesday. Feb 10. 
The petitions demand that the governor 
and the Legislature address the finan- 
cial crisis now facing Michigan public 
school districts 

Dr Elven E Duvall, state PTA presi- 
dent. said. Financial problems facing 
public education in Michigan have 
reached crisis proportions. More and 
more school districts are on the brink of 
bankruptcy, due partly to recent state 
cuts. Parents and other citizens, 
through these petitions, demand that: 

•there be no more reductions in public 
education funding for K-12. 

•the Legislature restore state dollars 
to public education. 

•the governor and state leaders give 
the highest priority to the planning and 
implementation of an equitable and 
adequate K-12 financing formula. The 
PTA president also urged the governor 
and Legislature to open communication 
channels with PTA and other concerned 
citizen groups. 

Duvall emphasized further PTA in- 
volvement by announcing the formation 
of “The Citizens’ Coalition for K-12 
Funding for Public Education.” The 
group includes 12 other citizen organiza- 
tions. 

Following the Feb 10 presentation in 
the governor s office, hundreds of con- 
cerned citizens for all parts of the state 
will assemble on the Capitol steps at 
10:15 a m. to rally for their cause. 

State Education Department officials 
and legislators have been invited to 
meet the assembly and several are ex- 
pected to address the rally, according to 
Duvall. 

“The overwhelming public response 
to the advisory petition effort, over a 
short, two-month period, represents 
only the tip of the iceberg’ and reflects 
grave citizen concerns,” Duvall pointed 
out. 

The 70,000-member Michigan Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers and Stu- 
dents ’(PTA) has its state headquarters 
in Lansing.

Inkster school board president, 
Charles White, to fight ouster 


Inkster School Board president 
Charles White showed ;up for Tuesday 
night ’s board meeting but neither he nor 
the board members had much to say. 

Under fire because he allegedly 
doesn’t reside in the school district. 
White apparently is ready to fight for the 
seat on the board However, Dr. Clinton 
Jones moved and received support to 
adjourn the meeting and reschedule an 
executive session for Friday. 

Dr Jones’ motion received approval. 
4-2. with trustee John Rucker and 
George Williams casting the “No” 
votes. 

Last week, the board voted to “post 
the vacancy” for the seat presently held 
by White and didn't vote for White’s ous- 
ter. as reported in The Ledger Star. 
Supt. of Schools Garnett L. Hegeman, 
Jr. explained: 

“To clarify the specific action taken 
on January 19, 1982 by the Inkster Board 
of Education, the board didn’t vote to 
declare the seat vacant. However, the 
action was taken by a 4-2 vote to post for 
the vacancy.’ Mrs. Mary Burge (trus- 
tee), did, in fact, make a motion to 
nominate Mrs. Jessie Shelby, a former 
board president, to fill the vacancy. 

“But that motion received a 3-3 vote, 
and. therefore, failed due to the lack of a 
majority.” 

White has been accused of living out- 
side the school district by a group of In- 
kster citizens who have singled him out 
as well as Rucker, Fred Shockley and 
Williams for recall 

Attorney John MacDonald offered the 
board several documents last week that 
reportedly proved that White lived at 
27150 Lehigh, which is in the city of Inks- 
ter. but outside of the school district. 

White contends that he resides at 3837 
Williams 

Is there a vacancy on the Inkster 
school board or isn’t there one? 


According to Supt. Hegeman and 
school board president Charles White 
there is no vacancy. And White is ready 
to fight the issue of his residency in the 
courts to prove it. 

Last week the school board voted “to 
post for the vacancy on the school 
board after hearing MacDonald who 
offered evidence that White doesn’t live 
in the school district 

The board vote triggered a con- 
troversy which may be left up to the 
courts to resolve. 

White says he indeed resides at the 
Williams address and will fight any 
board attempt to oust him from office. 


He has been a member of the board for 
the past seven years. 

Supt. Hegeman said that “although 
the board did. in fact, vote 4-2 to post the 
position but, if I may use a cliche, what 
has happened is the cart has been placed 
before the horse.” 

Supt. Hegeman explained that “the 
board can't declare that a seat i^ vacant. 
The sdat is declared vacant automati- 
cally under certain conditions — and one 
of those conditions is residency. The in- 
cumbent must reside in the school dis- 
trict. 

“1 think it will be up to the courts to 
decide this issue. “ Hegeman concluded. 


The $1500 pay raise for 
Wayne County non- 
judicial elected officials 
was described as “a moot 
issue during a meeting 
of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the County 
Board of Commissioners 
last week, but or^e com- 
missioner has already 
paid the first installment 
of $50 on the entire 
amount which he has 
promised to return. 

In a meeting on Jan. 28, 
the committee removed 
from its agenda a propos- 
al from Commissioner 
George F Killeen to de- 
lete from the budget the 
funds necessary to pro- 
vide the increase effec- 
tive Jan. 1 after author- 
ization a year ago by the 
County Officers Com- 
pensation Commission. 

County Corporation 
Counsel Gebrge H. Cross 
said that it is past the 
deadline for changing 
that aspect of the budget, 
and that the County Au- 
ditors will continue to 
pay the raise as long as 
money is available. 

Because the decision of 
the Compensation Com- 
mission is enforced by 
state statute, the Au- 
ditors are obligated to 
pay the raise to the 
elected office, if not the 
office holder. Cross 
noted. 

Cross pointed out also, 
that the salaries of coun- 
ty elected officials can- 
not be increased nor de- 
creased during any term 
in which they are serv- 
ing. Also, said Cross, the 
Federal Internal Re- 
venue Service will col- 
lect full tax on a pay rate 
due a particular office, 
regardless of whether the 
office holder chooses to 


return the money to the 
treasury. 

In addition. Cross 
advised, any office hol- 
der denied the raise by 
withdrawal of funds 
could sue the County and 
force the Treasurer to 
pay. 

Despite the taxing con- 
sideration, Commission- 
er Paul G. Citkowski did 
return the first $50 he has 
received “I said when 
the raise was granted 1 
could not accept it in good 
conscience, and that is 
my feeling now. As soon 
as the money comes to 
me. it goes right back,” 
Citkowski declared 

Last week Citkowski 
walked up to the 
cashier’s window of the 
Treasurer s office and 
presented the $50 check 
to cashier Don Costa for 
deposit. To satisfy legal 
technicalities, Citkowski 
must first accept the 
money, then return it. a 
round-about approach 
caused by conditions of 
the statute. 

As a member of the 
County Board of Labor 
Relations which negoti- 


ates all union contracts 
for the County. Citkowski 
pointed out that tUe 
Labor Board last year 
was ordered by the Boa * & 
of Commissioners id 
grant no increases 95 
general employees. 

That put me in a posi- 
tion of having to deny 
raises for others, yet 
being eligible to accept a 
raise others granted to 
me,” said Citkowsjci. “In 
mind, that is an unten- 
able position which dis- 
turbs my conscience. 

Noting that the Ways 
and Means Committee 
consists of all 27 men> 
bers of the Board of Com- 
missioners, Citkowski 
said he regards it unlike- 
ly that the raise issue 
would be reconsidered. 

“I don’t believe that 
there are enough votes or 
policy options available 
to change the situation, 
and that is why I ’m offer- 
ing to return the money 
on my own. I would like 
the Board to act this way 
as a group, but since they 
choose not to. I can cer- 
tainly act on my own.”

State ’s gas cost rise 
is lowest since 1976 


Motorists in Michigan 
received a break from 
double-digit gasoline 
price hikes in 1981 as the 
average cost of full-serve 
Unleaded along main 
3ate roads rose 8 cents 
fljer gallon compared 
$ith 14.1 cents in 1980 and 
96.3 cents in 1979. accord- 
ing to the Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

“The 1981 price in- 
crease was 5.8 percent, 
the second lowest annual 
percentage increase 
since Auto Club began 
keeping records in 1973, ” 
stated James Drury, 
Auto Club Travel Opera- 
Dons manager. 
^Nationally, unleaded 
gasoline prices prices 
|j)se 9.2 percent last 
gear.” 

Michigan’s lowest per- 


centage increase was in 
1976 when the cost rose 3 
percent. The highest in- 
crease was in 1979 when it 
jumped more than 47 per- 
cent. 

Auto Club’s weekly 
“fuel gauge surveys 
showed that from Janu- 
ary through December 
1981, the average cost’of 
unleaded full-serve gas 
rose to $1,452 per gallon 
along main highways. 
Detroit-area full-serve 
unleaded rose 9.7 cents 
per gallon, or 7 percent, 
to an average $1,468 per 
gallon. 

The average cost of 
regular rose 7.2 cents, or 
5.4 percent, to $1 396 per . 
gallon along main high- 
ways, and 8.5 cents, or 6.4 
percent, to an average 
$1,404 per gallon in the 


Detroit area. 

The average cost of un- 
leaded along main high- 
ways rose 13 cents from 
January through March 
to a record $1 .502 per gal- 
lon From April through 
December, average 
costs fell for all grades 
each month except in 
November when they 
either were unchanged or 
slightly higher. 

Drury cited three ma- 
jor reasons for 1981’s 
price trend, the con- 
tinuing drop in demand 
for gasoline; abundant 
gasoline supplies, and 
stabilized crude oil 
prices. 

Through November,

A unanimous vote of the Wayne- 
Westland Board of Education Monday 
night* has cleared the way for work on a 
proposed K-14 designation for the school 
district. 

The board, with Trustee Donald Rus- 
nock absent, approved a five-point re- 
solution. which directs the district s 
administration to survey the communi- 
ties to ascertain interest and support for 
the formation of a two-year community 
college. 

The concept was proposed by School 
Superintendent Dr Timothy Dyer late 
last year to further utilize the district s 
new vocational-technical center and to 
guarantee a source of state funding for 
its adult-community education prog- 
ram. the third largest in the state. 

According to Dr. Dennis O’Neill, de- 
puty superintendent for instruction, 
four public hearings will be conducted in 
late February and early March to gar- 
ner public opinion on the proposal and to 
explain plans to district residents. 

As it now stands, the community col- 
lege would offer an associate’s degree 
program, with a primary emphasis on 
vocational education. Tuition costs, 
ranging from $23 to $25 per credit hour.

lian clerk will return to 
duties at the Metropoli- 
tan Airport in Romulus. 


would help generate funds for the col- 
lege. which would also be supported by 
one mill of the district’s tax levy 

Wayne-Westland officials stress that 
one mill does not represent an increase 
in taxes for the district, but rather the 
shifting of one mill from the K-12 prog- 
ram to the community college The K-12 
program would not be shortchanged by 
the shift, since the college would be bil- 
led for services provided and facilities 
used. 

We feel we can deliver the (commun- 
ity college) program with no building 
costs and no duplication of services,’’ 
Dr. O’Neill explained. 

School district administrators would 
hold dual titles for the district and col- 
lege. and teaching would be part-time, 
as done with the district’s highly suc- 
cessful adult-community education 
program. 

According to O'Neill, the district be- 
lieves it can deliver such an educational 
package locally “with no problems.’ In 
fact, John Glenn High School, adjacent 
to the Ford Vocational-Technical Cen- 
ter, will be incorporated into the cam- 
pus. so that classes in secretarial and 
clerical fields can be offered 


The community college concept has 
drawn criticism from both Wayne Coun 
ty Community College (WC3) and the 
Michigan Community College Associa- 
tion Both maintain that the creation of 
yet another community college in light 
of problems with state aid is unneces- 
sary. 

O’Neill, however, said the arguments 
levied at the proposal “are the same 
arguments used against WC3.” School 
officials aren’t surprised by the opposi- 
tion, and O’Neill terms it as “not want- 
ing a new kid on the block . ” 

The district will survey its member 
communities to ascertain their interest, 
support and attitude about the forma- 
tion of the college, as well as survey stu- 
dents at its two high schools about their 
willingness to attend the college. 

An advisory committee, made up of 
business, labor and industry persons, 
also will be formed to study the feasibil- 
ity of the college and assist in planning a 
program for the community college 

If all goes according to plans, the dis- 
trict will bring a final recommendation 
to the board by June 1, a recommenda- 
tion that officials hope will tell the board 


to apply to the State Board of Education 
for the K-14 designation 

0 Neill said officials anticipate state 
action on the request by summer’s end, 
leaving the district one year in which to 
come up with the college's curriculum 
before opening its doors in September 
1983. 

That, however, is contingent upon 
state approval 

District officials are convinced that 
the college would not be a duplication of 
what is offered by WC3 or Schoolcraft 
Community College, two of its chief 
competitors for students. In fact, 
according to O’Neill, there is a waiting 
list for the culinary arts program at 
Schoolcraft, and the same is true of the 
secretarial-clerical programs. 

For now. though, the district will be 
taking it one step at a time, preparing for 
the public’s reaction at the first of the 
four hearings, scheduled for Tuesday, 
Feb 16, at Marshall Junior High School. 
The remaining three meetings will be on 
Tuesday, March 9 at Stevenson Junior 
High School. Wednesday, March 10, at 
Adams Junior High School, and Thurs- 
day. March 11. at Franklin Junior High 
School.

OFFICIAL ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS. 

WHEREAS: The City Council for the City of Romulus deems it to be in the 
best interest of the City and the citizens of the City of Romulus to amend 
Section 2.01 (ad). Section 2. 01 (ag) and Section 10.02 b(5) of Chapter IV Article 
1 . of the Official Zoning Ordinance in order to better protect the health, safety, 
and welfare of the citizens of the City of Romulus. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Short Title. The City of Romulus amended Zoning Ordinance. 
Section 2. That Chapter IV. Article 1, Section 2.01 (ad) shall be amended to 
read as follows : 

DWELLING UNIT. A dwelling unit is any house or building or portion 
thereof having cooking facilities, which is occupied wholly as the home, 
residence or sleeping place of one (1) family . either permanently or transient- 
ly, but in no case shall a TRAVEL TRAILER, automobile chassis, OR tent be 
considered a dwelling. In case of mixed occupancy, where a building is 
occupied in part as a dwelling unit, the part so occupied shall be deemed a 
dwelling unit for the purpose of this ordinance and shall comply with the 
provisions thereof relative to dwellings. 

Section 3. That Chapter IV, Article 1, Section 2.01 (ag) shall be amended to 
read as follows : 

DWELLING. SINGLE FAMILY. A detached building, mobile home or 
pre-manufactured or pre-cut residential structurede signed and used for the 
complete living accommodations of one (1) family. Such dwelling shall: 

(1) Comply with the minimum square footage requirements of Section 
19.01. Area, Height, and Placement Regulations. 

(2) have a minimum width along any exterior side elevation of twenty-four 
(24) feet and a minimum floor to ceiling height of seven and one-half (7'/*) 
feet; 

(3) be permanently attached to a solid foundation constructed on the site in 
accordance with the City Building Code with such foundations of an area not 
less than the perimeter of the dwelling and with attachments meeting the 
Federal Mobile Construction Act of 1974 and pertinent State regulations; 

(4) have no exposed wheels, towing mechanisms, undercarriage or 
chassis; 

(5) be connected to public sewer and water service or to private facilities 
approved by the local health department ; 

(6) contain a storage area(s) . exclusive of space for storage of automobiles, 
located within a basement, closed areas, attic or a separate fully enclosed 
structure of standard construction equal to or of better quality than the 
principal dwelling, such storage area being not less than fifteen ( 15) percent 
of the interior living area of the dwelling; 

(7) have no additions of rooms or other areas which are not constructed with 
similar materials, appearance, and quality of workmanship as the original 
structure, including foundation and permanent attachment to the principal 
structure; 

(8) comply with the Federal Mobile Home Construction Act of 1974 and 
pertinent state statutes and regulations; 

(9 ) be aesthetically compatible in design and appearance with conventional 
on-site constructed homes with : 

- front and rear or front and side exterior doors, 

- permanently attached steps or porch where a difference in elevation 
requires 

- a roof overhang of at least eight (8) inches, and 

- exterior window sills. 

Section 4 That Chapter IV. Article 1, Section 10.02 b (5) shall be amended to 
read as follows: 

Single Mobile Homes: Mobile homes located outside of authorized mobile 
home parks shall meet the requirements of a Dwelling. Single Family ” as 
defined.

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This Belleville family gets perfect college grades

EDWARDSVILLE, ILL , — Cynth- 
ia Rudder is getting used to the blank 
stares she gets when people learn she 
lives with her family at Tower Lake 
Apartments, the student housing 
complex’ at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville. 

SIUE is known as a commuter 
campus, and it is not that unusual for 
students to live with parents at home 
while attending classes. * 

“It's the second answer that gets 
them” Miss Rudder said The 19- . 
year-old sophomore in special educa- 
tion not only lives on the campus with 
her family, she goes to college with 
them. The results have been bargain 
prices and straight As for all. 

College on the family plan started a 
year ago when the Rudders’ oldest 
child finished 12th grade and wanted 
to continue her education. Instead of 
sending Cynthia off to school like 
other parents, the Rudders decided 
to go to college with her. 

Larry Rudder, her father, took a 
break from his traveling gospel 
ministry based in Granite City or 
Belleville, to earn a master s degree 
in marriage and family counseling. 
“It took me 13 years to get my bache- 
lor’s degree in history and govern- 
ment in 1970, but I wanted more 
training -in psychology and counsel- 
ing for the ministry,” he said. 

The family, including two younger 
brothers; lived out of a green van the 
last 10 y$ars. moving their musical 
program of evangelism and de- 
votional; ministry to a new church 
each w^k. “We have always been a 
close family, but packed in that van, 
we had to be,” Rudder said 
Jeanette Rudder, Cynthia’s 
mother, is the pianist for the group 
and translates her husband’s origin- 
al songs to standard musical notes. 

All three children, including Doug, 
14. and John, 8. join in the singing and 
teaching 

Before^ the move to the Edward- 
sville campus, Mrs. Rudder had not 
been inside a classroom since she 
graduated first in her class of two at a 
mission Sbhool in Zaire ( Belgian Con- 
go), where her parents were mis- 
sionaries. The lure of a psychology 
degree to improve the ministry team 
and the opportunity to add to her own 
security brought her back. 

“Going to class” is also a new ex- 


perience for Cynthia, who hever 
attended a regular high school While 
the family traveled, she earned her 
diploma through correspondence 
classes under the eye of her father, a 
certified teacher. Now, she never 
misses. 

If the Rudders hoped to cut corners 
by trading papers or splitting home- 
work . that part of the family plan has 
never worked out. 

“We had one health class 
together,” Mrs. Rudder said of her 
•daughter, and it will probably be the 
only one This fall, mother and 
daughter were both inducted into the 
Dean’s College, the undergraduate 
honors program at SIUE. Admission 
allows students with 4.5 grade point 
averages or better to plan individual- 
ized programs with a teacher in their 


major field, bypassing the usual 
general studies requirements the two 
might have shared 
•‘Larry and I took one course 
together, but I received no credit,” 
Mrs Rudder, then a freshman, re- 
members. “It was a graduate course 
in marriage counseling, and the pro- 
fessor was afraid he would not have 
any couples in the daytime class He 
needed examples.” she said. 

Acting the part of an ordinary stu- 
dent. Mrs. Rudder went to class and 
pretended to be angry with her hus- 
band whenever the teacher asked 
“We would come back from break 
and start an argument The other stu- 
dents didn’t know, but they always 
sided with me.” she explained 
Mrs. Rudder signs up for 12 hours 
of evening classes and saves time for 


studying during the day while the 
boys are in school Her husband, who 
finished his master's this fall in what 
for him was the record time of one 
year, is in the specialist program and 
works as a graduate assistant He 
gets the kitchen table at night after 
everyone is asleep 

He also gets the supper dishes,” 
Mrs Rudder emphasized . The chore . 
that Rudder has drawn since his boy- 
hood . has been turned into something 
more. “I wrote two songs while I was 
doing the dishes.” he said. 

Rudder has published other songs 
in a series of songbooks and recorded 


some in albums produced in Nash- 
ville. 

To keep his hand in the ministry 
and help support his college family. 
Rudder also serves as a part-time 
pastor at a Bunker Hill church 

“It is over 100 years old and still 
has an outhouse, but it is helping us 
and we re helping them.” he said In 
between . the pastor changes to a sub- 
stitute at the Granite City schools, 
teaching everything from kindergar- 
ten PE to pom pom club in high 
school. 

The Rudders biggest adjustment 
to college family life, particularly for 
Mrs. Rudder, came last fall when 


students returned to classes I had 
gone from the little extension classes 
in Granite City to summer school . but 
when I saw the hordes of students on 
the first day of fall quarter. 1 almost 
panicked.” she said After a quarter 
or so. you adjust, she said Now. 
when somebody looks lost. I just walk 
up and tell them where to find it 
When the family graduates, the 
Rudders may stay together to lead a 
seminar-type program for churches 
or concentrate on the counseling 
“We don't know what the Lord has 
planned for us We will face that 
when the time comes. Mrs Rudder 
said.

Michigan consumers have several op- 
tions to paying a proposed Blue Cross/ 
Blue Shield of Michigan (BCBSM) rate 
hike, according to State Senator William 
Faust (D-Westland), the Senate Major- 
ity Leader. 

The increase, which took effect on 
February 1, has not been approved by 
the State Insurance Bureau and is being 
challenged in court by the Attorney 
General. A court hearing was scheduled 
for Fri., Jan 29 

The disputed increase has been billed 
to 458,000 non-group subscribers and 
will hit senior citizens receiving Medi- 
care supplemental insurance coverage 
the hardest, raising their rates by 
almost 60%. 

“The Attorney General’s office and 
the Michigan Citizens Lobby, a consum- 
er organization, are recommending that 
subscribers affected by the increase 
withhold their payment through a 
grace period’ that extends until March 
10th,” said Faust. 

“In a recent legal brief. Blue Cross 
said it will not discontinue any subscri- 
ber’s coverage for nonpayment of the 
higher rates prior to March 10th. 

“However, 1 urge anybody planning to 
delay their payment to mail it by March 
3rd to ensure that it is received on time 
and avoid any possible loss of cover- 
age,” he said. 

At issue is a recent rate hike 
announced by BCBSM for the Blue

TRENCH MOUTH 


Trench mouth (olso known 
os Vincent's Infection) is on in-- 
flamed infection of the gums 
with the formation of ulcers.

Shield portion of their coverage, dealing 
with medical and surgical services. 
BCBSM claims that a 1978 Supreme 
Court ruling allows them to raise the 
Blue Shield portion of their rates without 
Insurance Bureau approval. The Attor- 
ney General is fighting this claim in 
court, with a final decision likely to be 
announced before the ‘grace perio'd,’ ex- 
pires on March 10th. 

Senator Faust has co-sponsored leg- 
islation that would clear up this ambi- 
guity by statutorily establishing the In- 
surance Bureau s authority to review all 
proposed BCBSM rate hikes. That bill. 
SB 637, is currently being studied in the 
Senate Commerce Committee. 

The Attorney General has recom- 
mended that affected subscribers delay 
their payment through the ’grace 
period,’ noting that the payment must 
be received by BCBSM by March 10th to 
avoid discontinuation of coverage. 

The Citizens Lobby has urged its 
members to withhold the payment until 
the March 10th deadline. As another 
alternative, the consumers group re- 
commended that its members continue 


to pay only the lower rates previously 
approved by the Insurance Commis- 
sioner. 

. BCBSM has informed the Insurance 
Bureau that subscribers will not lose 
their coverage if they pay their old rates 
while the issue is in the court BCBSM 
has asked that such payments be sent to 
Ms. Virginia Benner. Regulatory 
Affairs 2106. Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
of Michigan. 600 East Lafayette. De- 
troit, Michigan 48226 

The payment should be accompanied 
by a note indicating that the old rate is 
being paid based on the advice of the 
Michigan Citizens Lobby. 

The State Insurance Commissioner, 
Nancy Baerwaldt. however, is recom- 
minding that consumers pay the in- 
creased bills on time and wait to receive 
a credit if the rate hike is eventually 
overturned by the courts.

Mr. White should 
consider resigning 

It is regrettable that when all school districts are pinching 
pennies and trying to save dollars in order to survive, it appears 
that Inkster tax dollars will have to be used to settle an issue in 
court of residency by one of the members of its school board. 

Charles E. White, president of the school board, has been 
challenged by a group who is out to oust him because of his 
residency. The group contends that Mr. White lives outside the 
school district — and has hired attorney John MacDonald to 
present their case. 

MacDonald offered certain documents including car registra- 
tions purportedly showing that Mr. White indeed resides on a 
street that, although located in Inkster is, however, outside the 
; school district’s boundary. 

Mr. White showed up last week at the school board meeting 
and argued that the complaints against him are political, that 
the group had unsuccessfully tried to recall him on an earlier 
occasion, and that he feels “this small minority” isn't repre- 
sentative of the majority who support him on the board. 

There certainly is, however, enough proof to raise some doubts 
about Mr. White’s residency. And when an elected official stirs 
up so much controversy, we wonder about his effectiveness as an 
official. 

We believe that even if Mr. White did reside in the school 
district he has lost a" workable relationship” with other mem- 
bers of the board who recently voted 4-2 to “to post for the 
vacancy.” 

The school board is presently accepting applications from 
potential candidates in case the courts rule that Mr. White 
should vacate the seat. 

In the meantime, the extraordinary conditions caused by the 
furor can t but hamper the process of conducting school busi- 
ness. 

Mr. White may argue successfully in the courts that he does 
live in the Inkster School District, but we have to wonder who 
will benefit from all of this controvery. 

Surely not the children in the school district.

Do we need another 
community college in area? 


Editor — Well, are we going to let history repeat 
itself? Are we going to sit back and let our elected 
officials lead us down their chosen path and hope it 
doesn’t lead us over a cliff? 

The Wayne-Westland School Board is considering a 
community college. They, of course, want our opin- 
ions first, and administration is assuring us it won’t 
cost us a thing Of course the administration and board 
has always been completely honest with the taxpayers 
in the past ! ! ! 

Remember when we were asked to approve the last 
bond issue? We were told it was needed to provide a 
vocational education center and much needed “re- 
pairs to existing buildings”. 

We passed that bond issue . But . were we told that it 
would generate enough monies to provide the district 
with a beautiful new admipistration building? 

I don't remember that on the ballot. Nor the indoor 
track at Wayne Memorial. How about the new gyms, 
locker rooms, weight lifting room, and new fine arts 
wing at John Glenn? Where did that money come 
from? 

The board and administration asked us to approve a 
bond issue for certain purposes that we felt were 
needed Little did we know that it would provide 
enough money for these luxurious and extravagant 
“repairs to existing" buildings 

Remember last year when we were introduced to 
dual tax collection'? We were forced to pay our taxes 
early in order to save the jchool district from paying 
interest on borrowing money. Of course it didn’t 
occur to our school board that many of us couldn’t 
afford to pay in advance They didn t care that many 
of us would have to borrow that money. They didn’t 
care that many of us would have to fight mortgage 
companies that threatened us with foreclosures and/ 
or increased house payments. 

Last year the school board asked us to renew a 32 mil 
millage We were told it was needed in order to pre- 
vent teacher layoffs and program cuts to our children 
( Now. they tell us that it included enough money to run 
a complete community college ) 

Well, the school board is still looking out for our 
interest Now, they are going to ask us to support a 
second community college We are already helping to 
support the Wayne County Community college, and 
will have to continue to do so in the future. 

But . now we are told that the Wayne County Comun- 
ity College isn't good enough for Wayne and Westland. 
Now we need our own college And we are told that it 
won’t cost us anything extra 

They already built the facilities with our bond 
money, and are already in control of enough funds 
because of the over generous millage we approved 
They also tell us that they won’t have to hire any more 
personel They are already carrying enough college 
professors and staff to run a complete community 
college They also tell us that we have enough adminis- 
tration already 

They didn't explain however, why they already have 
enough personel and administration They didn t ex- 


plain why they already have enough money Have we 
been tricked into providing all the services of a com- 
munity college, and then being asked to continue? 

During the January 25th board meeting we were told 
that the K-14 rating is only under consideration The 
board is studying it with an open mind Bull! 

At that same time they passed a five part resolution. 
The first four parts deal with surveying the commun- 
ity. and studying the feasibility of supporting the 
second college. But — the fifth part gives the adminis- 
tration permission to go ahead with the “preparing of 
the appropriate documents necessary to petition the 
state.” 

If steps one through four are even going to be consi- 
dered, then why was it necessary to include part five? 
It appears that steps 1-4 aren’t important because they 
are going to do step 5 regardless 

Our school board and administration seem to feel 
that our tax dollars are endless. Last year the board 
gave administration generous raises. This year they 
gave the teachers one — six months before the con- 
tract was even an issue. Do you know the reasons they 
gave? One: the teachers might ask for more if they 
waited; and Two: Mrs. Arbour’s brother works for 
Edison and makes over $30,000 a year. (How can you 
argue such valid reasoning?) 

I have been attending these regular board meetings. 
I have only begun to tell you of the irresponsible way 
our elected officials have been carrying out their 
duties. I promise a second letter will soon follow with 
more on this subject. 

But this situation is critical. Unless we stand 
together and stop this proposal, we are going to be 
supporting TWO community colleges. The Federal 
government is cutting aid to colleges. The state is 
cutting aid to colleges Wayne County Community 
College is worried about financial survival But — the 
rich citizens of Wayne and Westland are being told 
they can afford to support both these colleges 

Many of us are laid-off, and on fixed incomes. Those 
of us who are working are being asked to make wage 
consessions But the board continues to play “GIVE 
AWAY ' with our money. Are you going to sit back and 
let it happen? If the board feels this is something we 
want and need let them put it on a ballot and let us 
decide There is no rush 

We have got to quit being so gullible. We have got to 
demand that these seven people who sit upon their 
thrones every other week start to represent the people 
who put them there Attend these public hearings and 
meetings Let your opinions be known Insist these 
seven people start to stand up for the community. 

There has been talk of a recall. Never before have 
any seven people deserved it more. I don’t know how 
else to stop them , they don t intend to stop themselves. 
If any of you have taken out petitions — show me 
where to sign

Local government reform is like a chess game

Among the most interesting shared 
service agreement is a new law enforce- 
ment project sponsored by a Texas 
county, an Arkansas county and the 
cities of Texarkana. Texas and 
Texarcana, Ark The jurisdictions are 
constructing a jail on the state line If 
we can straighten out legal problems in- 
volved in operating an integrated jail 
system, we can get together in other 
areas,” said Judge Edward Miller of

And in Bernalillo ( Alburquerque) , 
N M city and county are constructing a 
joint government building, where pro- 
ximity may usher in cooperation 
County official Alex Abeyton says

establish a charter commission

alone requires cooperation from city 
and county Why. we have 11 police de- 
partments’” he said 
The current effort has the support of 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
mayor 

Two previous referendum failed 
There was great concern about poten- 
tial consolidation of school systems, he 
explains Both districts operate under 


court-ordered busing But resistance to 
consolidation stems from more than ra- 
cial differences City-county consolida- 
tion seems to bring out class battles be- 
tween urban poor and a suburban mid- 
dle class that has fled the cities. 

Rural residents are often opposed to 
government reorganization because 
they fear they will not get a “fair 
shake. “ or equal representation, as 
county officials in Daviess County 
(Owensboro). Ky . and Bibb County 
(Macon). Ga told me 

Kenton County (Covington). Ky . re- 
cently ended an emotional consolidation 
drive that drew battle lines between 


city and suburbs." according to John 
Nienaber. Jr., county director of admi- 
nistration Metropolitan government 
was perceived to mean loss of identity 
for our small cities Suburbanites consi- 
dered it the same as city government, 
with higher taxes and inefficiency 
There is no interest in repeating a con- 
solidation effort because recent wounds 
haven’t healed.” he said. 

“Consolidation would have meant 
more clout in the state legislature,” 
Nienaber said Power of 21 cities would 
have been concentrated in one board of 
supervisors.’ An elected executive 
would have had more influence with the 


governor than the mayor of a city of 
5.000 “These days.” Nienaber said. 

state officials say w e can t agree about 
anything.” .1 

Such infighting can w rack permanent 
damage to local government In Pensa- 
cola. Fla , an Escambia County official 
told me reorganization drives aroused 
such bitter dispute, they hurt any subse- 
quent effort to modernize. 

Regions that have experienced such 
trauma — that have sought change so 
many times to no avail — are unlikely to 
do so again no matter how dire the eco- 
nomy

Thank you for your letter of sup- 
port for House Bill 4250 which was 
signed by you and a number of your 
colleagues in the House and Senate. 

As you are aware from our tele- 
phone conversation, I am convinced 
that Michigan, now and in the fore- 
seeable future, cannot afford even 
the modest proposal embraced in the 
measure you sponsored. The second 
wave of back-to-back national reces- 
sions is undercutting our most con- 
servative revenue expectations and 
additional uncertainties are ppsed by 
pending budget reductions at the 
federal level. 

Clearly, further reductions in the 
state budget will jeopardize our abil- 
ity to continue high standards of pub- 
lic service in many essential prog- 
rams. Conceivably, it would mean 
taking away from programs serving 
many persons to find additional re- 
lief for a perhaps smaller group of 
Michigan residents. 


As a result, I decided the wisest 
course at this time is to move ahead 
on the bills establishing “truth in 
taxation*’ (SB350) and “truth in 
assessing” (HB 5044, which I have 
signed into law) . and to support adop- 
tion of a front-loading measure as 
long as the state is not assessed a 
heavy interest cost on behalf of local 
units of government But until we see 
our way out of the state’s deepening 
fiscal crisis, and the uncertainties of 
federal budget cuts, I do not believe 
we can responsibly propose any 
property tax relief plan. It will be an 
unpleasant message to deliver to the 
voters and taxpayers, but I am con- 
vinced they are already beginning to 
understand the impact of the reces- 
sion on state programs and that we 
have reached the point where further 
cuts in state programs could risk 
seriously damaging the best in- 
terests of many thousands of state 
residents. 

I appreciate the time and care you 
put into the development of this mea- 
sure and only regret that it did not 
arrive amid more fortuitous econo- 
mic circumtances Please share my 
concern with the cosigners of your 
letter.

However, we could not provide 24 
hour a day, seven day a week protec- 
tion without added cars.

storms that really happened during 
those years, believe me. it was pure- 
ly coincidental), and can describe

They’ll say things like, “Sure you 
remember, that was the time when 
200 cars plowed into each other at the 
foot of Woodward!” or “Cmon, you 
have to remember — that was the 
storm when AAA had so many calls 
ahead of yours, they couldn t come to 
start your car until May 15!” 

Sometimes, when it’s something on 
a par with 200 cars melded together 
at the foot of Woodward, I will re- 
member the incident, if not the exact 
winter Then I can at least talk about 
it 

More often, though, rather than 
admit I don’t remember and risk 
alienation (1 don't like to walk alone 
— especially in winter), 1 will just 
nod my head and take their word for 
it. 

What I should do — right now — is 
write down every little detail of. say. 
the last four weeks How many re- 
cord-setting, below zero days we've 
had (I’ll get that from Mai Sillars 
when he does a recap of the winter.) 

How many times in January the 
phrase * Super Bowl XVI” was men- 
tioned, as opposed to “record- 
breaking, bone-chilling tempera- 
tures ”. (I figure about 2 to 1 in favor 
of the record-breakers) 


cars that were in use all had high 
mileage, were in need of constant re- 
pair and were in general unreliable

Cheap energy 
is on the way 

EDITOR — In this winter of confu- 
sion and despair there may be a 
bright light shining up ahead It's a 
light of cheap energy and fuel Some- 
thing that may heat and light our 
homes and fuel our cars more cheap- 
ly than every before and there’s no 
end to the supply 

The hope lies in nuclear fusion Fu- 
sion has almost no radioactivity, 
almost no waste, there is no danger of 
a ‘ runaway” reactor, the fuel is unli- 
mited, and cheap power plants can 
be built wherever needed. 

Research has been underway at 
KMS Fusion. Inc., Ann Arbor for 
more than ten year. KMS first pro- 
duced controlled fusion in 1974 and 
that reaction yielded ten thousands 
neutrons, a measure of successful fu- 
sion. 

By 1979 KMS had reached ten bil- 
lion neutrons, but ten to the fifteenth 
power (1 followed by 15 zeros) neut- 
rons must be reached to achieve the 
breakeven point. Breakeven means 
the energy put into operating the fu- 
sion lasers is equaled by the energy 
produced by fusion. 

When 1 followed by 19 zeros neut- 
rons is reached commercial produc- 
tion of power is possible. 

Currently KMS and the Lawrence 
Livermore Laboratories in Califor- 
nia are using lasers arranged in a 
circle with their rays focused at the 
center. Into the center a small glass 
ball containing heavy hydrogen 
(deuterium and tritium) is placed 
and all lasers are fired at once. 


The hydrogen is fused to form

you lived and which newscast you lis- 
tened to.) 

How long the Blizzard of 82 ’ 
lasted (It began at the beginning of 
six o clock news on Saturday and 
continued on through to the end of the 
eleven o'clock news on Sunday, with 
sporadic flurries of newsbreaks 
throughout the day on Monday ) 

There, now if that doesn’t get 
me invited to parties next winter. I 
don't know what will 


helium with the release of heat ener- 
gy and high energy neutrons The 
heat energy will be used to generate 
electricity However the neutrons 
are also important. They will be 
directed into hydrogen chloride, an 
inexpensive and common chemical, 
causing it to dissociate into common 
hydrogen and chlorine. The hyd- 
rogen can be reacted with carbon 
dioxide to yield methane and water. 
Since natural gas is 80 per cent 
methane it is ready to burn without 
any furnace adjustments and 
methane has been used in gasoline 
engines for years by changing the 
carburetor 

The chlorine when reacted with 
steam produces more hydrogen 
chloride Thus we have both electric- 
ity and fuel from fusion 
So what are the problems I * * * * * 7 Higher 
powered lasers are needed but high- 
er power burns up the mirrors that 
are a necessary part of the laser. 
Thus they are limited to a single 
pulse when 10 to 20 pulses per second 
are needed for commercial produc- 
tion of power and fuel Presently the 
heavy hydrogen must be confined in 
tiny glass spheres less than a human 
hair in diameter These are difficult 
to make. KMS first produced them 
which they now export worldwide to 
experimental laboratories 
More than anything funds are 
needed for research. The govern- 
ment grants of the past may be ended 
and so will research. 

Government experts have said the 
year 2025 may see the first commer- 
cial controlled fusion power plant. 
KMS says they could have a pilot 
plant running by 1995 if they had the 
funding. 

So who else is at it ? The Russians of 
course. In fact the Princeton Plasma 
Physics Laboratory at Princeton 
University is using another method 
employing a USSR invented magne- 
tic bottle called a Tokamak. It is a 
donut shaped unit wrapped with coils 
to make it an electromagnet. The 
heavy hydrogen is put inside and 
when a huge current is passed 
through the coils the hydrogen is 
compressed so greatly it fuses into 
helium with the yield of heat energy 
and neutrons. Some scientists be- 
lieve the Tokamak willl be more suc- 
cessful than lasers. 

Another method is being employed 
called mirror effect compression 
which also uses magnetic fields. 

Whoever is finally successful will 
have the most fantastic control of 
energy and fuel production the world 
could ever imagine. Only when the 
oceans run dry (the source of hyd- 
rogen) will fusion power came to an 
end.

EDITOR — We question the 
rationale of the Chairman of the Re- 
call Committee to delete Darwin 
Kureth’s name from the list of recal- 
lees from the Van Buren Town 
Board. 

The Chairman has stated that 
there was “insufficient support” for 
Trustee Kureth’s recall. 

We ask was the “insufficient sup- 
port” because Trustee Kureth was 
one of the circulators? or is the 
reason for deleting Trustee Kureth s 
name from the recall list because he 
has aligned himself with the Recall 
Committee? 

We would like to report to the Re- 
call Committee the information that 
the Van Buren Town Board has 
accepted the resignation of Richard 
Debs as Commander of the Police 
Department and he is no longer a 
“threat to unlimited liability to the 
Township” as quoted by the Chair- 
man of the Recall Committee as one 
of the reasons for the recall. 

Incidently Trustee Kureth 
approved the appointment of 
Richard Debs as a member of the 
Van Buren Police Department on the 
recommendation of former Police 
Chief George Montgomery. 

We reiterate, the Town Board has 
no control over the operation of the 
Wayne Disposal Landfill

Doppler’s Concerto for Two Flutes 
makes liberal use of the large orchestra 
and resembles a potpourri of imagined 
operatic scenes. 

Franz Liszt’s Les Preludes rates as 
the most popular of his symphonic 


poems, which numbered 12, written be- 
tween 1848 and 1858. Van der Merwe de- 
scribes the work as “a very abstract 
kind of program music... an old concert 
favorite of mine ” 

The Romeo and Juliet Fantasy Over- 
ture that concludes the program was 
Tschaikowsky’s first important com- 
position The Russian composer was 
provided the idea for the work, written 
in 1970, by Russian composer and pian- 
ist Mily Balakirev. 

Coffee and tea will be served during 
intermission by the Plymouth Sym- 
phony League while area Girl Scouts 
will offer free babysitting service for 
pre-school children at the auditorium, 
located at Joy and Canton Center Roads 

Tickets, priced at $5 for adults and 
$2.50 for senior citizens and full-time 
students, will be available at the box 
office on Sunday. Students in the 12th 
grade and younger are admitted free. 

The concert is made possible by a 
state grant through the Michigan Coun- 
cil for the Arts and the Plymouth Sym- 
phony League.

The year 1981 saw

Lost Ark "Continental 
Divide, and wrote as 
well as directed the 
steamiest, most atmos- 
pheric movie of 81 This 
film along with Raiders 
of the Lost Ark are films

again 

“Raiders of the Lost 
Ark" See above. This is a 
movie movie. 

“Prince of the City” 
Sidney Lumet attacks 
one heck of a story with 
his considerable talent at 
telling stories Add a bra- 
vura performance by 
Treat Williams and an 
ensemble company of 
New York’s finest actors 
and you have memorable 
movie making. 

“The Last Metro’* 
Truffaut does for theater 
in this film what he did 
for films in his classic 
“Day For Night ’ 
Catherine Deneuve is an 
actress I could watch 
over and over again 

“Ragtime” Why is it 
that a Czechoslovakian 
director has to make one 
of the best films about 
America in recent years ? 
OK. so he didn’t get all of 
the novel . but no one ever 
does And bravo to James 
Cagney. 

“The French Lieute- 
nant’s Woman” Here’s a 
case of a movie being 
quite different than the 
novel, yet being very 
faithful to the novel’s in- 
tentions 


Harold Pinter’s script 
may have sacrificed a bit 
of passion for a look at 
changing sexual politics 
but Meryl Streep proves 
she can handle anything 
from Harold Pinter to 
Woody Allen Someone 
may be handing her an 
Academy Award 

“Reds” Warren Beat- 
ty gets into the top ten be- 
cause his epic film of the 
life of John Reid wins the 

degree of difficulty 
award " Lasting three 
hours and twenty mi- 
nutes the film covered 
two decades, the Russian 
Revolution, the rise of the 
American left, and one 
heck of a love story 

He not only co-wrote 
the script but directed 
and starred in the film as 
well And at last, an 
American director

“Pennies From 
Heaven*' This is a film 1 
would not suggest every- 
one rush and see. but it is 
a brave venture Herbert
